TAX WILL REACH 
OVER TWO BILLIONS 


Washington. May 17.—Democratic 


Leader Kitchin announced in the 
house today that the treasury depart* 
ment had notified him it would 'be 
necessary to raise •12,245,000,000, in- 
stead ot $1,800,000.000. by the war 
revenue bills now under debate. He 
urged support ot new proposals to 
raise the surtax increases on incomes 
above $40,000 as now contained la 
the bill, by one-fourth.
